'The Kev Oliver J. Whildin, the 
new minister to the deaf of the 
South, was in Hampton for a few 
hours Monday afternoon. Mr. 
Whildin conducted services for the 
deaf .at Christ Episcopal Church, in 
Norfolk, Sunday .afternoon, bnt on 
account of the very inclement wea- 
ther only, a few of I lie deaf were 
present. No one from this side of 

Hampton Roads could get serous to 

Norfolk, the half dozen fenies 

having either completely suspended 
operations <>;■ running on very 

uncertain ones. 'The gre.it storm, 
lasting from Thursday afternoon to 
Monday morning, did thousands of 

dollars worth of damage In this 
section, and destroyed ihe lives of 
probably a dozen persons on the 
Virginia and North Carolina co.isis 
alone. 

Mr. Whildin left Monday night 
over the Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way for Columbia, S. 0., where he 
was to hold a service Wednesday, 
and from there go to Charleston, 
for a service Thursday. 
„.„,. ' i. will be back ;u his church in 
[ Baltimore by Smt.b.v. 

Mr. Whildin started his travels 
in September and has been out 
mainly to look around, .adjust his 
OOmpase, and get his boatings, so 
to speak. He has been .as far w est 
jis Columbus, Ohio. Has visited 
Wheeling, W. Va.. Staunton and 
Richmond, V*a., and some othei 
places. He has been given ,a cor 
dial welcome wherever he lias 
gone. 'There is no question that the 
(leaf of the South have bailed his 
advent Into their midst with much 
real pleasure .and anticipate much 
mote. The field, extending .as it 
does from Baltimore to the Mexican 
border, Is a' tremendously Large one 

for one tO cover. 'The Bishops in 
almost till of the Southern Suites 
have sent urgent calls to Mr. 
Whildin, and he will find it difficult 

to goi over so much ground satis- 
factorily until he luis gotten his 
routes mapped out and systema- 
tically at work. 'The field is entire- 
ly loo large for one man — being 
much larger than any of (lie fields 
now covered bv other de:if clergy- 
men. Mr. Whildin hopes to see 
his vvjiy clear later on to have the 

tield divided. In ihe meantime, 

the deaf in t he far Soul hern oil ies 
will have to bo satisfied with an 
occasional visit from him. He will 
ultimately take up his residence in 
Washington Citv, as then 
better railroad facilities from that 
place to the South. 

'There is now some hope of the 
Legislature Of Vilginia doing some- 
thing for the two or tbiee hundred 
negro deaf and blind children in 
the State, under SI years of age. 
The member of the state Assembly 
from Hampton Ims now under 
preparation the bill to establish a 
school for them. The Governor of 

the Slate is heartily iii favor ot the 
school being established, .and will 

recommend the matter by message 
to the Legislature as soon its he can 

see how the linjuices of the Slate 
are going te pa* OUi under Ihe 
operations of the new State Consti- 
tution, which has been in working 
order hardly i t. The State 

Board of Education will also be 
beard from. It has been no eaaj 
matter to keep the question alive 
and it has taken some diploma 
overcome very strong prejudices 
against the " brother in black," 
which have been stirred up all the 
more by his lighting the new organic 
law of the State because of its 
Suffrage provisions the education- 
al qualification being the chief 

which has knocked ou|.|jve fifths of 

the negro vottj in Virginia. This 

qualification is now found in almost 
Southern State, and we even 
of il up in M.ass.achuselts, 

which probably adopted it for the 



same reasons the South has, except 
in thocasdof the Northern Slates 
it is done lo protect them from the 
hordes of ignorant whUt voters, 

while in the South it is done to 
protect us from the hordes of 

Ignorant and vicious black votes. 

'The " white man's burden " in the 
South is a tremendous one and not 
easily understood by our Northern 
brethren, who naturally theorize a 
great deal until some of them GOODS 
South, and then they soon give up !
